Washington. April 28—The president 
sent a special message to congress fur- 
ther outlining his views as to legisla- 
tion.

March 25, ms. 1 outlint'd certain 
meas- 
ures which 1 believe the majority of our 
coiintrymen desire to have enacted Into 
law at this time. These measures do not 
rppreseiU by any means all that I would 
like to see done if I thought It possible, 
but they do represent what 1 believe can 
now be done if an earnest effort toward 
this end is made. 


Since 1 wrote this message an employ- 
ers' liability law has been enactod which, 
it is true, comes short of what ought to 
have been done, but which does represent 
a real advance. Apparently there is good 
ground to hope that there will bo further 
legislation providing for recompensing all 
employes who suffer injury while engaged 
in the public service; that there will be a 
child labor law enacted for the District 
of Columbia; that the waterways com- 
mission will be continued with sufliclont 
financial 
support to Increape the effective- 
ness of its preparatory work; that steps 
will be taken to provide for such investi- 
gation into tariff; conditions by the ap- 
propriate committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives and by government 
experts 
in the executive service as will secure 
the full information necessary for imme- 
diate action in revising the tariff at the 
hands of the congress elected next fall, 
and, finally, that financial legislation will 
be enacted providing for temporary meas- 
ure^ for meeting any trouble that 
may 
arise in the next year or two, and for a 
commission of experts who shall 
thor- 
oughly 
investigate 
the 
whole 
matter, 
both here and in the great commercial 
. . countries 
abroad, so xis to be 
able to 
t recommend legislation which will put our 
financial 
system on an efiicient and per- 
manent basis. It is much .to be wished 
that one feature of the 
financial 
legisla- 
tion of this session should be the estab- 
lishment of postal savings banks. Ample 
appropriations should be made to enable 
the interstate commerce commission 
to 
carry out the vei'y important feature of 
the Hepburn law whldh gives to the com- 
mission supervision and control over the 
accounting systems of the railroads.

Bhduld be passed limiting the use of 
lahar injunctions, as he does not wish 
to fcee an embittered effort made to 
destroy it. He then says: 
The strengthening of the antitrust law 
s demanded upon both moral and eco- 
nomic grounds. Our purpose in strength- 
ening it is to secure more effective con- 
trol by the national government over the 
business use of the vast masses of indi- 
vidual, 
and

wealth, which at the present time mo- 
nopolize most of the interstate busIm-Bs 
of the country, and we believe the con- 
trol can best be exercised by preventing 
the growth of abuses rather than merely

Power should unquestionably be lodged 
somewhere 
In the executive branch of 
the government to permit 
combinations 
which will further the public interest, but 
it must always be remembered that os re- 
gards the great and wealthy cormbina- 
Lions through which most of the inter- 
state business of today is done the bur- 
den of proof should be on them to show 
that they have a right to exist. 


The measures I advocate are in the in- 
terest both of decent corporations and of 
law-abiding labor unions. They are more- 
over pre-eminently In the IntercHt of the 
public, for In my Judgment the American 
people 
have 
definitely made up 
their 
minds tliat the days of the reign of the 
great law defying and law evading cor- 
porations are over and that from this 
Lime on the mighty organizations of capi- 
tal necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness under modern conditions, while en- 
couraged so long as they act honestly and 
In the interest of the general public, are 
to be subjected to careful supervision and 
regulation of a kind so effective as to in- 
sure their acting In the interest of the 
people as a whole.

LEFT TRAIL OF DEATH 


COTTAGES BURNED 


IVolve Buildings Destroyed by Firs 
at Capo May Point

New Orleans, April 27.—About 350 
lives wero wipod out and at least 1200 
persons were ' seriously 
injured 
and 
millions of dollars of damage caused 
by the series of terrific tornadoes that 
swept over the gulf states. Of the in- 
jured it is expected that not less than 
100 will succumb to their hurts. 


The storm started in Texas and Ok- 
lahoma with winds of hurricane fury 
which swept eastward. In the Missis- 
sippi valley it reached its most terri- 
fying proportions when it broke up 
into a number of gigantic whirlwinds. 
These swept down upon town after 
town in Mississippi, Louisiana, Ala- 
bama. Georgia and Arkansas, desolat- 
ing wherever they touched. 


A number of small villages were de- 
molished in western Mississippi early 
Friday morning, and seven hours later 
the towns of Purvis. Miss., and Amity, 
La.. 100 miles apart, were destroyed, 
with great loss of life. 
' 


From the Texas border to middle 
Georgia the path of 
desolation 
ex- 
tends. zigzagging from north to south, 
and marked at irregular intervals by 
scenes of utter devastation. Over some 
areas it leaped without damage and 
almost unnoticed, and others it swept 
clear of everything. 


In places it denuded 
hillsides of 
grass and shrubbery and stripped ever- 
green trees completely of their foliage. 
In towns thickly settled by negroes it 
wrought 
greatest 
havoc. 
The 
pic- 
turesque darky cabins, noted for their 
flimsy, 
happy-go-lucky 
construction, 
had been converted by the wind into 
wholesale death-traps. It was in the 
fall of these cabins, which went down 
almost without Avarning, that most of 
the negro deaths occurred. 


In a number 
of 
instances 
babies 
were 
snatched 
from their mothers* 
arms and whirled away to fall, bruised 
and dying, at a distance. In one in- 
stance a child was carried 
several 
hundred yards and fell unhurt into a 
swamp. 


Survivors 
tell 
of 
tornadoes 
that 
came without warning, snatched 
up 
men and women from the streets and 
carried them away, to be dashed to 
death. Houses were sometimes pickcd 
up and carried whole for a distance 
and then shattered to pieces hundreds 
of feet above the earth. 


Mississippi bore the brunt of the 
storm. Reports from that state indicate 
that the loss of life will be by far the 
greatest within her borders. Estimates 
of the number of those who lost their 
lives as a result of tornadoes in Mis- 
sissippi place the death list at 159, 
with G50 injured. 


In Texas, Louisiana. Alabama and 
Georgia the death lists are also large, 
with loss of life in Arkansas and Ten- 
nessee. A partial summary of the dead 
and injured is as follows: 


Louisiana—Dead. 88; injured. 350. 
Mississippi—Dead. 159; injured. 650. 
Alabama—Dead, 31; injured, 113. 
Georgia—Dead. 25; injured, 100. 
Tennessee—Dead, 1; injured, 4. 
Arkansas—Dead, 3; injured. 30.

The number of dead 
will never be known accurately for the 
reason that about 300 of them were 
negroes and they were buried in many 
communities without careful records 
being made of their numbers. 


Cape May Point, a resort village on 
the tip of the New Jersey peninsula, 
was swept by a fire which destroyed ot 
damaged twelve buildings, principally 
cottages, 
ruined 
$100.000 worth 
oi 
property, and for a time threatened to 
wipe out the entire settlement 


For more than three hoUrs the fire 
burned, and In that time the village 
was constantly in danger. The volun 
teer firemen, working In bucket bri 
gades. were wholly helpless. Volun 
teers from the fire department at Cape 
May and from the government life 
saving corps were sent to the place, 
and for a time they made little head 
way against tho combination of wind 
and flame. 


It was not until tour hours after the 
fire was discovered that they were 
able to stand against the fire, and even 
then their efforts wero confined to 
prevent the flames spreading. Nearly 
all the buildings where the flames had 
gained a foothold were destroyed.

The origin of the fire has not beeu 
definitely ascertained. The Lankenau 
cottage, in which it started, was being 
repainted in anticipation of its sum 
mer occupation by the sisters of the 
Drexel home and the nursrs of the 
German hospital, of Philaflclphia. II 
is thought that in the process of burn- 
ing paint from the sido of the building 
the woodwork may havo become ig- 
nited.

The total number of dead and miss- 
ing of the Gladiator's crew as a result 
of the collision between the American 
liner St. Paul and the British cruiser 
off the Isle of Wight is twenty-eight.

For the first time in eighty years 
und t.n* becond time in the history oi 
the science, of medicine an operation 
for the extraction of venom from the 
deadly lance-head viper, said to be 
the most poisonous of all known rep 
tiles, was 
performed at the 
Broni 
Zoological park, in New York city 
The operation, which was directed by 
E. Vi Runyon, through whose efforts 
the snake was captured and brought 
to New York, was a complete success 
and as a result science once more hag 
a plentiful supply of the serum, which 
has been found almost invaluable in 
the treatment of extreme cases of In 
sanity and also of many of the malig 
nant diseases. 


Dr. Raymond 
Ditmars 
seized 
the 
snake in a firm grip. 
Holding the 
reptile close to his body, with 
the 
animal's head pointing outward, Dr 
Uitmars gave the signal, and Keepei 
Snyder thrust into the snake's mouth 
the receptacle which bad been pre 
pared to receivc the venom. 
It wat 
glass of unusual strength, and the wide 
aperture at the top had been covered 
M'ith a piece of medicated gauze and 
securely fixed In place. When the re- 
ceptacle was at a point less than hall 
an inch from the viper's nose there 
was a lunge forward so quick that the 
eye scarcely could follow it, the mouth 
was thrown open, the Hps which cov 
ered the cruel fangs were curled back 
and with a snap the fangs tora through 
the cloth, the Jaws closed sharply, and 
the poison, enough to kill a dozen men 
spurted harmlessly into the glass.

The strengthening of the antitrust law 
s demanded upon both moral and eco­ 
nomic grounds. Our purpose in strength­ 
ening it is to secure more effective con­ 
trol by the national government over the 
business use of the vast masses of indi­ 
vidual, 
and 
especially 
of 
corporate 
wealth, which at the present time mo­ 
nopolize most of the interstate business 
of the country, and we believe the con­ 
trol can best be exercised by preventing 
the growth of abuses rather than merely 
by trying to destroy them when they 
have already grown. 


Power should unquestionably be lodged 
somewhere in the executive branch of 
the government to permit combinations 
which will further the public interest, but 
it must always be remembered that os re­ 
gards the great and wealthy cormbina- 
Lions through which most of the inter­ 
state business of today is done the bur­ 
den of proof should be on them to show 
that they have a right to exist. 


The measures I advocate are in the in­ 
terest both of decent corporations and of 
law-abiding labor unions. They are more­ 
over pre-eminently in the interest of the 
public, for in my judgment the American 
people 
have 
definitely made up their 
minds that the days of the reign of the 
great law defying and law evading cor­ 
porations are over and that from this 
Lime on the mighty organizations of capi­ 
tal necessary for the transaction of busi­ 
ness under modern conditions, while en­ 
couraged so long as they act honestly and 
in the interest of the general public, are 
to be subjected to careful supervision and 
z’egulation of a kind so effective as to in­ 
sure their acting in the interest of the 
people as a whole. 


Allegations are often made to the effect 
that there is no real need for these laws 
looking to the more effective control of 
the great corporations upon the ground 
that they will do their work well without 
such control. I call your attention to the 
accompanying copy of a rep ortin '; sub­ 
mitted by Nathan Matthews, chairman 
of the finance commission, to the mayor 
and city council of Boston, relating to 
certain evil practices of various corpora­ 
tions which have been bidders for fur­ 
nishing to the city iron and steel. This 
report shows that there have been ex­ 
tensive combinations formed among the 
various corporations which have business 
with the city of Boston, including, for in­ 
stance, a carefully planned combination 
embracing practically all the firms and 
corporations engaged in structural steel 
work in New England. 
It affected the 
states, the cities and towns, the railroads 
and street railways, and generally all 
persons having occasion to use iron or 
steel for any purpose in that section of 
the country. As regards the city of Bos­ 
ton, the combination resulted in parcel­ 
ing out the work by collusive bids, plain­ 
ly dishonest and supported by false af­ 
firmations. 


But among the many kinds of evil, so­ 
cial, industrial and political, which is our 
duty as a nation sternly to combat, there 
is none at the same time more base and 
more dangerous than the greed which 
treats the plain and simple rules of hon- 
wity with cynical contempt if they Inter­ 
fere with making a profit, and as a nation 
we cannot be held guiltless if we condone 
Buch action. The man who preaches ha­ 
tred of wealth honestly acquired, who in­ 
culcates envy and jealousy and slander­ 
ous ill will toward these of his fellows 
who by thrift, energy and industry have 
become men of means Is a menace to the 
community. But his counterpart in evil Is 
to be found in that particular kind of 
multimillionaire who Is almost the least 
enviable and Is certainly one of the least 
admirable of ail our citizens. 
man of 
whom it has been well said that his face 
has grown hard and cruel while his body 
has grown soft, whose son is a fool and 
his daughter a foreign princess, whose 
nominal pleasures are at best those of a 
tasteless and extravagant 
luxury 
and 
whose real delight, whose reaj life work, 
is the accumulation and use of power Jn 
its most sordid and least elevating form. 


New Orleans, April 27.—About 350 
lives were wiped out and at least 1200 
persons were ’ seriously injured and 
millions of dollars of damage caused 
by the series of terrific tornadoes that 
swept over the gulf states. Of the in­ 
jured it is expected that not less than 
100 will succumb to their hurts. 


The storm started in Texas and Ok­ 
lahoma with winds of hurricane fury 
which swept eastward. In the Missis­ 
sippi valley it reached its most terri- 
fying proportions when it broke up 
into a number of gigantic whirlwinds. 
These swept down upon town after 
town in Mississippi, Louisiana, Ala­ 
bama, Georgia and Arkansas, desolat­ 
ing wherever they touched. 


A number of small villages were de­ 
molished in western Mississippi early 
Friday morning, and seven hours later 
the towns of Purvis. Miss., and Amity, 
La., 100 miles apart, were destroyed, 
with great loss of life. 
* 


From the Texas border to middle 
Georgia the path of desolation ex­ 
tends, zigzagging from north to south, 
and marked at irregular intervals by 
scenes of utter devastation. Over some 
areas it leaped without damage and 
almost unnoticed, and others it swept 
clear of everything. 


In places it denuded 
hillsides of 
grass and shrubbery and stripped ever­ 
green trees completely of their foliage. 
In towns thickly settled by negroes it 
wrought 
greatest 
havoc. 
The 
pic­ 
turesque darky cabins, noted for their 
flimsy, 
happy-go-lucky 
construction, 
had been converted by the wind into 
wholesale death-traps. It was in the 
fall of these cabins, which went down 
almost without warning, that most of 
the negro deaths occurred. 


In a number 
of 
instances 
babies 
were 
snatched 
from their m others’ 
arms and whirled away to fall, bruised 
and dying, at a distance. In one in­ 
stance a child was carried several 
hundred yards and fell unhurt into a 
swamp. 


Survivors 
tell 
of 
tornadoes 
that 
came without warning, snatched up 
men and women from the streets and 
carried them away, to be dashed to 
death. Houses were sometimes pickcd 
up and carried whole for a distance 
and then shattered to pieces hundreds 
of feet above the earth. 


Mississippi bore the brunt of the 
storm. Reports from that state indicate 
that the loss of life will be by far the 
greatest within her borders. Estimates 
of the number of those who lost their 
lives as a result of tornadoes in Mis­ 
sissippi place the death list at 159, 
with G50 injured. 


In Texas, Louisiana, Alabama and 
Georgia the death lists are also large, 
with loss of life in Arkansas and Ten­ 
nessee. A partial summary of the dead 
and injured is as follows: 


Louisiana—Dead, 88; injured, 350. 
Mississippi—Dead, 159; injured, 650, 
Alabama—Dead, 31; injured, 113. 
Georgia—Dead, 25; injured, 100. 
Tennessee—Dead, 1; injured, 4. 
Arkansas—Dead, 3; injured, 30. 
Towns reporting serious wreckage. 
46. 


Habitations 
and 
business 
houses 
practically complete ruins in these 
towns, about 2500.

The number of dead 
will never be known accurately for the 
reason that about 300 of them wrere 
negroes and they were buried in many 
communities without careful records 
being made of their numbers.

$100,000 


Cape May Point, a resort village on 
the tip of the New Jersey peninsula, 
was swept by a fire which destroyed ot 
damaged twelve buildings, principally 
cottages, 
ruined 
$100,000 worth oi 
property, and for a time threatened to 
wipe out the entire settlem ent 


For more than three hours the lire 
burned, and in that time the village 
was constantly in danger. The volun 
teer firemen, working in bucket bri 
gades, were wholly helpless. Volun 
teers from tho fire department at Cape 
May and from the government life 
saving corps were sent to the place, 
and for a time they made little head 
way against tho combination of wind 
and flame. 


It was not until tour hours after the 
fire was discovered that they were 
able to stand against the flre, and even 
then their efforts were confined to 
prevent the flames spreading. Nearly 
all the buildings where the flames had 
gained a foothold were destroyed.

GIRL DISROBED BY LIGHTNING 


Stripped of Clothing and Shoes, She Is 
Not Severely Injured. 


Philadelphia, April 28—Severe thun­ 
der and hail storms that wrought con­ 
siderable damage are reported from 
points in eastern Pennsylvania, Dela­ 
ware and New Jersey. In a storm that 
passed over Lancaster county, Jennie 
Martin, aged 
twenty-nine 
years, of 
I3ird-in-Hand, was struck by lightning 
and had a remarkable escape from 
death. She was denuded, her clothing 
being torn into shreds; her hair was 
burned off, and the shoes ripped from 
her feet, yet she was not severely in­ 
jured. 
The girl ran to the barn to 
close the door when the storm came 
up. A bolt of lightning struck the barn 
and ripped off part of the roof. The 
electrical current struck Miss Martin 
apparently on the head and passed 
through her body. Her clothing, picked 
up near where she was struck, was 
cut a« though with a knife. 


Liner Sinks Warship. 


The total number of dead and miss­ 
ing of the Gladiator’s crew as a result 
of the collision between the American 
liner St. Paul and the British cruiser 
off the Isle of Wight is twenty-eight. 
Divers searched part of the sunken 
cruiser for bodies, but were not sue 
cessful in finding any. 


The St. Paul encountered a terrific 
snow blizzard immediately after sail 
ing from Southampton. 
Suddenly a 
ship appeared immediately in front oi 
them.

Orders wt • given on the instant for 
full speed astern in an endeavor to 
clear the cruiser, but it was too late. 
The St. Paul’s ship stem rammed the 
anchored vessel amidships; she quiv 
ered and reeled and the passengers 
rushed on deck in great alarm, the 
women on the verge of a panic. 


Five lifeboats were lowered within 
a few minutes to rescue tho crew of 
the Gladiator, which had sustained a 
death blow. 
The cruiser began to 
sink almost at once. 


Poison Taken From Viper, 


For the first time in eighty years 
Mid Lie second time in the history oi 
the science of medicine an operation 
for the extraction of venom from the 
deadly lance-head Yiper, said to be 
the most poisonous of all known rep 
tiles, was 
performed at the 
Broni 
Zoological park, in New York city 
The operation, which was directed by 
E. Vi Runyon, through whose efforts 
the snake was captured and brought 
to New York, was a complete success 
and as a result science onco more hag 
a plentiful supply of the serum, which 
has been found almost invaluable Jn 
the treatment of extreme cases of in 
sanity and also of many of the malig 
nant diseases. 


Dr. Raymond Ditmars seized the 
snake in a Arm grip. 
Holding the 
reptile close to his body, with the 
animal's head pointing outward, Dr 
Ditmars gave the signal, and Keepei 
Snyder thrust into the snake's mouth 
the receptacle which had been pre 
pared to receivc the venom, 
It wa* 
glass of unusual strength, and the wide 
aperture at the top had been covered 
with a piece of medicated gauze and 
securely fixed in place. When the ra 
ceptacle was at a point less than hall 
an inch from the viper's nose there 
was a lunge forward so quick that the 
eye scarcely could follow it, the mouth 
was thrown open, the lips which cov 
ered the cruel fangs were curled back 
and with a snap the fangs tore through 
the cloth, the jaws closed sharply, and 
the poison, enough to kill a dozen men 
spurted harmlessly into the glass.

munity exist this side of Paradise? 
The reader must answer the question 
after 
he 
has 
read 
what 
follows. 
Sufiice for me to say in passing that 
if I read the account correctly the 
original Paradise was hardly id^al, 
•svilh its domestic troubles and eye- 
enticing fruits. 


In Montgomery County. Md.. twen- 
ty miles north from Washington and 
some thirty south from Baltimore, is 
a Quaker community of some two 
hu ^dred 
families, 
occupying 
a 
stretch of country about ten by six 
miles. 
There is no village in the 
neighborhood, just three little cen- 
tres. 
witli a store, 
postoiTice and 
blacksmith shop. 
In one of these 
is a bank, with $25.000 capital stock, 
and 
a 
savings 
department 
with 
S1»000.000 deposits, and a ilre in- 
surance company which 
does busi- 
ness over the whole State. 


About 1720 the ancestors of these 
people—thrifty, 
industrious. 
law 
abiding 
Quakers—came 
into 
this 
county and bought those lands, which 
had been largely plantations, largely 
devoted to tobacco, the property of 
slave owners. 
The land was much 
reduced in fertility. 
The large hold- 
ings were divided into small farms 
of about one hundrqd acres. 


The 
first generation 
have long 
since been gathered to their fathers, 
but their works do follow them. 
It 
is conceded by all that in no part of 
the State are more prosperous far- 
mers 
than 
these 
Sandy 
Springs 
Quakers. 
One will find the original 
plantation houses, still in good repair, 
with many more modern ones that 
have been erected on the 
smaller 
farms. 
Most times they stand quite 
a distance from the road, with green 
fields in front. 
Steam heat and bath- 
rooms, with hot and cold water, often 
a section covered -with glass and full 
of 
flowers, 
are 
in 
most of them. 
Books, papers and periodicals of the 
highest class are on the tables. 
One 
gentleman remarked: "None of us is 
very rich and some poor; we have 
spent our money for the best things." 
Surely this is true. 
In my opinion 
they are the richest people I know 
of. 
Rich in things worth while. Their 
sons and daughters have been edu- 
cated in t h e best schools and col- 
leges, and 
yet -imbaed 
ironi 
their 
youth up with the dignity of labor. 
One young man, the son of my host, 
while waiting for supper entertained 
us with excellent-music on the piano. 
Afterward he donned his old clothes 
and spent most of the evening 
in 
fixing a dirty, gasolene engine that 
had refused to -work. 
Wl^ther in 
the farmyard, kitchen or parlor, I 
have never found inore real culture 
or more true ladies and gentlemen. 
Industrious, 
cultured. 
God fearing 
people- 
Each farm has a name, and 
they speak of them not by that of 
the OAvner but as one would of a vil- 
lage. 
They are all connected by tele- 
phone and by iine macadamized roads. 
The fact that they are ten miles from 
the railroad has no apparent effect 
in standing in the way of progress. 


Various Associations. 


They have for years 
maintained 
three granges. 
In addition to this, 
they have a lyceum, with a building 
especially devoted to it and contain- 
ing a library. 
There are two wom- 
en's clubs, one for the young and 
one for the matrons. 
In these are 
discussed not only matters pertain- 
ing to the household but those of 
broader scope, such as 
"Conditions 
in Russia" and "Italy, Its History and 
People." 
These are plain farmers' 
wives and daughters, mark you, city 
reader—if such there be—who can 
and, if need be, do their own work. 
In no community in proportion to the 
population 
have I found so 
many 
people who have traveled, both in 
our own country and abroad. 
They 
have a 
horticultural 
society and a 
poultry association. 
Once each year 
all these various associations 
come 
together in a three days' meeting, 
Avhere are discussed not only agri- 
cultural topics but such az are of vital 
Interest to the community. 
One in- 
teresting feature of this meeting is a 
record of events that have occurred 
in the community during the year, 
compiled by an historian previously 
appointed. 
Once in three years these 
annals are published in book form, 
and make 
a most 
interesting and 
valuable history for reference. 


Farmers' Clubs, 


There 
are three 
farmers' clubs, 
limited 
to sixteen 
members each. 
Members are eligible only by election 
when a vacancy occurs. 
The oldest 
of these has been in existence since 
1S44, the second since 18GG.

latter has never missed 
a regular

walks of life, but I have never heard 
sixteen men express themselves more 
freely and intelligently and in better 
English than did these farmers. The 
farmer who 
presided 
would have 
graced the Speaker's chair in any 
legislative 
body. 
These 
were not 
city mm, but working farmers, liv- 
ing from income derived from the 
farm. 


•It struck me as not unlikely that 
these clubs during the years have 
been no small feature in maintaining 
the dignity of agriculture and a feel- 
ing of "noblesse oblige" that 
has 
kept a proper portion of the young 
men on the farms, for these homes 
are in possession of men in the third 
and fourth generations, whose broth- 
ers have gone out into the 
great 
world. 
Were it proper I could men- 
tion 
names 
of 
bankers, 
lawyers, 
physicians and others prominent in 
the business world who point with 
pride to the fact that they come from 
these Quaker farm homes.

Crops and Land Values. 


They 
practise 
mixed 
farming. 
Dairy, some sheep for early lambs, 
swine, wheat, corn, hay, potatoes and 
tree and small fruits. 
All produce 
must be hauled from ten to twenty 
miles to market. 
Wheat is worth 
about $1 a bushel; corn $3 a "bar- 
rel." 
A barrel means a tobacco hogs- 
head, holding ten bushels of ears. 
They always speak of the yield of an 
acre as twelve, fifteen or twenty "bar- 
rels," as the case may be. 
Potatoes 
are worth sixty cents a bushel in the 
Washington market; milk, from twen- 
ty to twenty-two cents a gallon in the 
same, which market is very, particu- 
lar as to sanitary conditions. 
Many 
sell cream. 
Strawberries, Avhich are 
grown quite extensively, are largely 
shipped over the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad to Pittsburg. 
Four to six 
horse or mule teams do the hauling. 
These teams are broken to drive with 
one line, "which runs on the left side 
of the driver, who has a saddle on 
\the near horse of the wheeL team. 
Except for loss of time they doubt- 
less transport as cheaply as they could 
by rail. 
There are no better markets 
for most crops than Washington and 
Baltimore. 
Land sells for about $100 
an acre. 
Men who pay that price are 
paying for their farms. 
I doubt not 
that much 
of the 
foregoing will 
seem like a fairy tale to the average 
reader, and I do not wonder. 
Yet 
I have not painted the picture in 
more glowing colors than are true to 
nature. 
I could easily and truthfully 
have said more. 
To the 
doubting 
Thomases I can only say, as Philip 
said to Nathaniel, "Come and see." 
"Be not 
faithless, but 
believing." 
This is my fourth visit, and 
more 
than ever have I been Impressed that 
this is an ideal community. 
What 
Is the secret? 
It is hard to say.

A miniature coal 3liine, in whlcli 
explosions will talce place for the pur- 
pose of observing what causes mine 
horrors, and for the further study of 
such calamities and the best method 
of preventing them and of extending 
relief when they do occur is to be es- 
tablished in Pittsburg by the Tech- 
nologic Branch of the United States 
Geological Survey. 
A site for the 
plant or school is now being selected 
by J. A. Holmes, chief of the Techno- 
logic Branch, and Pittsburg will be 
selected not only because it is close 
to West Virginia, the scene of more 
mine horrors than any other place in 
the world, but because there is an 
abundance of natural gas there with 
which to conduct the 
experiments. 
Letters 
have 
been received 
there 
from Holmes, in which he outlines 
his plans. 


The most Important part of tho 
miniature mine will be a cylinder 100 
feet long and six feet in dlamter, 
made of armor plate, in which will be 
conducted the experiments. 
The cy- 
linder will be filled with the various 
things which cause mine explosions: 
Fire damp and air. coal dust and air, 
black damp and air and gases of va- 
rious kinds. 
This cylinder will be 
filled 
wit>\ these combinations, and 
into them will be hurled by a mortar 
the various things which causes ex- 
plosions, dynamite, powder or naked 
lamps. 
From these experiments it 
will be shown what really cause ex- 
plosions and what does not. 


• On the top of the cylinder will be a 
large number of safety valves, which 
will be left open, so that when the 
explosions 
take 
place the cylinder 
will not be wrecked, the safety valves 
carrying away the greater part of the 
force of the explosion. 
On one side 
of the cylinder tliere will be a window 
made of glass, one inch thick. 
An. 
observation house will be placed sixty 
feet away, and from that point those 
making the explosions 
can 
witness 


the results. 


The miniature mine will be fitted 
up exactly as a coal mine, with the 
various leads and w^orkings. 
Experi- 
ments will be made in the mine with 
the various gases with a view of as- 
certaining how long the miners can 
live in them, and the best means of 
sustaining life if they are 
caught 
Experiments will be made with va- 
rious kinds of headdress, such as is 
worn by miners in many parts of Eu 
rope, which rescue parties shall wear 
when t^ey go into mines which are 
known to be filled with deadly fumes

Gum that would not have 
brought more than fifty or sixty cents 
a pound a few years ago, gum of a 
gritty, acrid, ill-flavored sort, now 
sells for $1 and $1.25 a pound at 
Bangor and other gum centres.

few years ago the best gum that was 
ever chewed, fresh from the wind- 
swept gum trees of the North, sold at 
seventy-five cents a pound, and was 
chewed by the fairest in the land. 
Bits of Maine were in everybody's 
mouth, so to speak. 
Maine spruce 
gum ranked alongside of James G. 
Blaine and Thomas B. Reed In mak- 
ing the State famous. 
What Reed 
did for the House, spruce gum did for 
tho common people—It regulated the 
jaw movement. 
People sank their 
teeth into Maine spruce gum 
and 
ennobling thoughts came perforce. It 
would be impossible to say how much 
of the Nation's valor has found its 
origin in the effort to separate work- 
ing parts of the system from Maine 
gum. 
But it is all over, and the gum 
is becoming as scarce as great men 
In Maine.—Boston Advertiser,

ings were divided into small farms 
of about one hundred acres. 


The 
first generation 
have long 
since been gathered to their fathers, 
but their works do follow them.

Is conceded by all th at in no part of 
the State are more prosperous far­ 
mers 
than 
these 
Sandy Springs 
Quakers. 
One will find the original 
plantation houses, still in good repair, 
with many more modern ones that 
have been erected on the smaller 
farms. 
Most times they stand quite 
a distance from the road, with green 
fields in front. 
Steam heat and bath­ 
rooms, with hot and cold water, often 
a section covered with glass and full 
of flowers, 
are 
in 
most of them.

very rich and some poor; we have 
spent our money for the best things."

freely and intelligently and in better 
English than did these farmers. The 
farmer who 
presided

body.

were not 
city men, but working farmers, liv­ 
ing from income derived from the 
farm. 


•It struck me as not unlikely that 
these clubs during the years have 
been 110 small feature in maintaining 
the dignity of agriculture and a feel­ 
ing of "noblesse oblige" th at 
has 
kept a proper portion of the young 
men on the farms, for these homes 
are in possession of men in the third 
and fourth generations, whose broth­ 
ers have gone out into the great 
world.

physicians and others prom inent in 
the business world who point with 
pride to the fact that they come from 
these Quaker farm homes. 


fixing a dirty, gasolene engine that 
liad refused to work. 
W i t h e r in 
the farmyard, kitchen or parlor, I 
have never found inore real culture 
or more true ladies and gentlemen. 
Industrious, 
cultured, 
God fearing 
people. 
Each farm has a name, and 
they speak of them not by th at of 
the owner but as one would of a vil­ 
lage. 
They are all connected by tele­ 
phone and by fine macadamized roads. 
The fact that they are ten miles from 
the railroad has no apparent effect 
in standing in the way of progress. 


Various Associations. 


They have for years maintained 
three granges. 
In addition to this, 
they have a lyceum, with a building 
especially devoted to it and contain­ 
ing a library. 
There are two wom­ 
en's clubs, one for the young and 
one for the matrons. 
In these are 
discussed not only m atters pertain­ 
ing to the household but those of 
broader scope, such as "Conditions 
in Russia" and "Italy, Its History and 
People." 
These are plain farm ers' 
wives and daughters, m ark you, city 
reader— if such there be— who can 
and, if need be, do their own work. 
In 110 community In proportion to the 
population have I found so many 
people who have traveled, both in 
our own country and abroad. 
They 
have a 
horticultural 
society and a 
poultry association. 
Once each year 
all these various associations come 
together in a three days* meeting, 
where are discussed not only agri­ 
cultural topics but such ac are of vital 
interest to the community. 
One in­ 
teresting feature of this meeting is a 
record of events th at have occurred 
in the community during the year, 
compiled by an historian previously 
appointed. 
Once in three years these 
annals are published in book form, 
and make 
a m ost 
interesting and 
valuable history for reference. 


F arm ers’ Clubs, 


There 
are three 
farm ers' clubs, 
limited 
to sixteen 
members each. 
Members are eligible only by election 
when a vacancy occurs. 
The oldest 
of these has been in existence since 
1S44, the second since 1866. 
The 
latter has never missed a regular 
monthly meeting since its establish­ 
ment, the former never but a few 
during the trying days of the Civil

Crops and Land Values. 


They 
practise 
mixed 
farming. 
Dairy, some sheep for early lambs, 
swine, wheat, corn, liay, potatoes and 
tree and small fruits. 
All produce 
m ust be hauled from ten to twenty 
miles to market. 
W heat is worth ( 
about §1 a bushel; corn $3 a "bar­ 
rel." 
A barrel means a tobacco hogs­ 
head, holding ten bushels of ears. 
They always speak of the. yield of an 
acre as twelve, fifteen or twenty "bar­ 
rels," as the case may be. 
Potatoes 
are worth sixty cents a bushel in the 
W ashington m arket; milk, from twen­ 
ty to twenty-two cents a gallon in the 
same, which m arket is very, particu­ 
lar as to sanitary conditions. Many 
sell cream. 
Strawberries, which are 
grown quite extensively, are largely 
shipped over the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad to Pittsburg. 
Four to six 
horse or mule teams do the hauling. 
These teams are broken to drive with 
one line, which runs on the left side 
of the driver, who has a saddle on 
\the near horse of the wheel, team. 
Except for loss of time they doubt­ 
less transport as cheaply as they could 
by rail. 
There are no better m arkets 
for most crops than W ashington and 
Baltimore. 
Land sells for about $100 
an acre. 
Men who pay th at price are 
paying for their farms. 
I doubt not 
that much 
of the 
foregoing will 
seem like a fairy tale to the average 
reader, and I do not wonder. 
Yet 
I have not painted the picture in 
more glowing colors than are true to 
nature. 
I could easily and truthfully 
have said more. 
To the doubting 
Thomases I can only say, as Philip 
said to Nathaniel, "Come and see." 
MBe not 
faithless, but 
believing." 
This is my fourth visit, and more 
than ever have I been impressed that 
this is an ideal community. 
W hat 
is the secret? 
It is hard to say. 
When 
I sum it up 
as it has im­ 
pressed me I should say that they 
come of an ancestry which has most 
nearly followed the precepts of the 
Golden Rule, and the present gen­ 
erations are following in the foot­ 
steps of their fathers.— New York 
Tribune.

TOY COAL MINE TO 
SHOW EXPLOSIONS. 


i BORAX, 
NATURE’S 
DISINFECT.. 
ANT, CLEANSER AND PU RIFIER. 


Experts to Sturiy Best Methods of 
Prevention and Relief—Window 


In Armored Cylinder. 


A miniature coal liiine, in which 
explosions will take place for the pur­ 
pose of observing what causes mine 
horrors, and for the further study of 
such calamities and the best method 
of preventing them and of extending 
relief when they do occur is to be es­ 
tablished in Pittsburg by the Tech* 
nologic Branch of the United States 
Geological Survey. 
A site for the 
plant or school is now being selected 
by J. A. Holmes, chief of the Techno­ 
logic Branch, and Pittsburg will be 
selected not only because it is close 
to W est Virginia, the scene of more 
mine horrors than any other place in 
the world, but because there is an 
abundance of natural gas there with 
which to conduct the experiments. 
Letters 
have 
been received there 
from Holmes, in which he outlines 
his plans. 


The most im portant part of the 
m iniature mine will be a cylinder 100 
feet long and six feet in diamter, 
made of arm or plate, in which will be 
conducted the experiments. 
The cy­ 
linder will be filled with the various 
things which cause mine explosions: 
Fire damp and air, coal dust and air, 
black damp and air and gases of va­ 
rious kinds. 
This cylinder will be 
filled wit\\ these combinations, and 
into them will be hurled by a m ortar 
the various things which causes ex­ 
plosions, dynamite, powder or naked 
lamps. 
From these experiments it 
will be shown w hat really cause ex­ 
plosions and what does not. 


*On the top of the cylinder will be a 
large num ber of safety valves, which 
will be left open, so th at when the 
explosions 
take 
place the cylinder 
will not be wrecked, the safety valves 
carrying away the greater part of the 
force of the explosion. 
On one side 
of the cylinder there will be a window 
made of glass, one inch thick. 
An. 
observation house will be placed sixty 
feet away, and from th at point those 
m aking the explosions 
can witness 


the results. 


The m iniature mine will be fitted 
up exactly as a coal mine, with the 
various leads and workings. 
Experi­ 
ments will be made in the mine with 
the various gases with a view of as­ 
certaining how long the miners can 
live in them, and the best means of 
sustaining life if they are caught. 
Experiments e/ill be made with va­ 
rious kinds of headdress, such as is 
worn by miners in many parts of E u­ 
rope, which rescue parties shall wear 
when tkey go into mines which are 
known, to be filled with deadly fumes. 


V~nile the Technologic Branch of 
tba Survey has had this in mind for 
w m e time action was hastened be< 
¿ause of the reference to mine disas­ 
ters made by President Roosevelt in 
his message, and by the two mine 
horrors of the last two weeks, which 
blotted out more than 400 
lives. 
Holmes has made a list of the mine 
horrors of W est Virginia alone for 
the years 1906 and 1907, and finds 
th at in th at time 697 miners lost 
their lives, distributed in the follow­ 
ing accidents: 
Red Ash, March 6, 
100; Rush Run, March IS, 24; Blue- 
field, January 4, 22; Paint Creek, 
January IS, IS; Fayette Co., Febru­ 
ary S, 22; Phillipi, March 25, 26; 
Fayette Co., January 29, 1907, 82; 
Fayette Co., May 1, 21; December 6, 
Monogah, 3S2. 


Gum Going in Maine. 


Doleful reports 
come 
from the 
Maine woods. 
The spruce gum in­ 
dustry is on the decline, and the 
prices for the sticky delight are on 
the rise. 
Gum th at would not have 
brought more than fifty or sixty cents 
a pound a few years ago, gum of a 
gritty, acrid, ill-flavored sort, now 
sells for $1 and $1.25 a pound at 
Bangor and other gum centres. 
A 
few years ago the best gum th at was 
ever chewed, fresh from the wind­ 
swept gum trees of the North, sold at 
seventy-five cents a pound, and was 
chewed by the fairest in the land. 
Bits of Maine were in everybody's 
mouth, so to speak. 
Maine spruce 
gum ranked alongside of James G. 
Blaine and Thomas B. Reed in m ak­ 
ing the State famous. 
W hat Reed 
did for the House, spruce gum did for 
the common people— it regulated the 
jaw movement. 
People sank their 
teeth into Maine spruce gum and 
ennobling thoughts came perforce. It 
would be impossible to say how much 
of the Nation's valor has found its 
origin in the effort to separate work­ 
ing parts of the system from Maine 
gum. 
But it is all over, and the gum 
is becoming as scarce as great men 
in Maine.— Boston Advertiser. 


Do Plants Breathe? 


Respiration is a part of the life of 
all organisms, animal and vegetable. 
It is a series of chemical changes, the 
first of which is the absorption of 
oxygen into the body, and the last of 
which is the exhalation of carbonic 
acid. 
Any organ adapted to this 
double w ork— the inhalation of oxy­ 
gen and the exhalation oyt carbonic 
acid— is a lung, though, of course, 
the organ is much more rudim entary 
in the plant than in man.

A Parisian metallurgical engineer 
claims to have perfected a process of 
welding copper to steel wire so as to 
make a non-corrosive coating.

]\Iany flocks of Angoras are now to 
be found in New England, the I\Iid- 
dle States and throughout the Missis- 
sippi an-d ^Iilssourl valleys, aS well 
as in Kansas. Nebraska and through- 
out the southern States. 


The prevailing prices of domestic 
mohair have been steadily increasing 
iC^the last few years, due, no doiil)t. 
to the improvement lin the quaiiiy 
of the American clip and the increas- 
ing consumption 
and use of 
this 
material. 
A large quantity of Texas 
hair of six months* growth which or- 
dinaitily commands 
from 22 to 27 
cents, was sold late last season at 
35 cents a pound 
at the 
railroad 
shipping points. 
iMany northern clips 
of full, yearns growth hair command- 
ed prices ranging from 36 to 40 cents 
a nound. 


The edibility of Angora mutton is 
becoming more generally understood, 
and its use is increasing, as is shown 
by the large numbers 
of 
Angoras 
slaughtered 
annually at the princi 
pal markets. 5S,1S3 having been hand- 
led at Kansas ciity alone in 1907 at 
but slightly below the current ^prices 
for mutton sheep. 


The unsupplied and increasing de- 
mand for Angora products well war- 
rants the keen interest manifested in 
this industry and yWell justifies the 
action of the annually increasing num- 
ber of American farmers now adding 
Angoras to their present livestock. 
They are found to J)e extremely profit- 
able animals, beneficial to the aver- 
age pasture and 
in no way detri- 
mental to other stock. 
In the aggre- 
gate many additional thousands o 
Angora goats will be so kept, as wil 
also a much greater number on the 
western ranges, and thus will make 
possible the substantial development 
of a livestock Industry in the United 
States that veritably 
returns 
gold 
from the

Japanese Cotton Mill Expansion. 
Consul General Henry B. Miller, ol 
Yokohama, 
forwards 
the 
following 
Japanese newspaper extract calling 
attention to two more large extensions 
to be made to cotton mills in that 
country: 


'A reliable statement has been is- 
sued from a committee that has ex- 
ceptional means of knowing the facts» 
that at the present time there are in 
New York alone 10.0,000 men who 
are seeking employment. 
These rep- 
resent families of various numbers, 
probably not fallit.ti far short of half 
a million mouths, for which there is 
no provision but such as comes by 
charity. 
A - signiilcant feature 
of 
this startling fact is that a majority 
of the men do not belong to the ranks 
of unskilled 
labor, 
but 
are 
men 
skilled in building and 
mechanical 
industries, and nearly half of them 
members of trades unions. 


Society is thus face to face with 
the problem of poverty in acute form, 
for, though New York is doubtless in 
worse shape than other cities, being 
the magnet which draws the unem- 
ployed from all sections, its condi- 
tion is representative of other cities. 
It is useless now to attempt to ap- 
portion the blame for this crisis; the 
urgent duty is to seek a remedy. 


That the situation is a disgrace to 
a civilized community must be ad- 
mitted. ' Things have been managed 
badly by the statesmen and philoso- 
phers, when they have come to this 
pass. 
That men who know a trade, 
who are willing and anxious to work, 
who do not desire charity but will 
gladly do good work for the food 
and shelter they 
need, 
should 
be 
homeless and starving amid plenty, is 
a sign 
of 
mismanagement 
in 
the 
classes who assume to regulate social 
conditions. 
Even a horse is sure of 
a stable and corn so long as he is 
able to work, yet here are men 
to 
whom such comforts are unattainable. 


It is a sign of the patience 
and 
strength of character of the American 
workingman that hitherto he has dis- 
played so marked a respect for law 
and the rights of property. 
It is a 
fierce test to a man's principles when 
he is not only.hungry but sees the 
signs of hunger in his wife^s face and 
hears the pitiful wails of his childVen 
as they plead for food, yet holds back 
his hand from taking the thing that 
does not belong to him. 
He sees 
luxury on every hand; men and wom- 
en wearing costly clothes and jewel- 
ry; sees them feasting in hotels and 
restaurants as he walks the streets, 
yet refrains from crime. 
All honor 
to him! 
He has a manly spirit, and 
society 
hopes—and 
with 
reason—* 
that his self-control will continue. 


Is the church of Christ doing its 
duty in the circumstances? 
If it had 
done its duty in the past, would mat- 
ters have come to such 
a crisis? 
When Christ laid down the principles 
of the kingdom of God and preached 
universal brotherhood, could He have 
contemplated the prospect that, nine- 
teen centuries after His death, so lit- 
tle would have been done toward re- 
alizing His ideal? 
Ask one of these 
unemployed, hungry men if there is 
a kingdom of God on earth, and he 
would look at his questioner incred- 
ulously. 
Yet Christ intended us to 
work toward this object of bringing 
the kingdom of God to the earth, 
this kingdom of love and brother- 
hood. 


It is not to achieved by dividing 
the property of the world, as revolu- 
tionists claim; nor by creating classes 
as unionists claim; but by the Church 
taking up the long neglected prob- 
lem and honestly striving to solve it, 
"We may wisely let questions of doc- 
trine and church government fall in- 
to abeyance for a time, while we con- 
sider this urgent matter. 
There is no 
time to be lost, for even at this mo- 
ment some soul may be going up to 
God. driven out of its frail body by 
etarvation, to tell Him that In this 
land of wealth it could not get a loaf 
of bread without stealing it.—Chris- 
tian Herald.

BOUNTY ON DEAD CATS, 


San Francisco Bound to Get Rid of 


the Bubonic Carrying Vermin. 
The municipal authorities of San 
Francisco have raised the bounty on 
rats to fifty cents a head for females 
and twenty-five cents for males. This 
records one more step in ihe war that 
is being waged to exterminate 
bu- 
bonic plague in San Francisco. 


The war began upon the discovery 
shortly after the earthquake in Ap- 
ril, 1906, thkt 
the dread disease of 
India had found a foothold in the 
city. 
Five cents a head was offered 
for rats in the beginning and gradu- 
ally the bounty has been increased 
until it reached its highest figure to 
day. 


Science has demonstrated that the 
bubonic plague Is a disease for which 
rodents 
are 
alone. 
responsible. 
Passed 
Assistant 
Surgeon 
Rupert 
Blue, of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, who is in charge 
of the medical forces directing the 
campaign against the plague, said in 
a recent circular to the residents of 
I San Francisco: 


"Science 
has abundantly 
proved 
that the plague is an epidemic of rats 
transmitted to jnan by the bits of 
fleas and contaminated clothing and 
food. It is further demonstrated that 
the surest and quickest way of eradi- 
cating the disease is to exterminate 
rats and other vermin." 


A New Use For Asbestos. 


Asbestos is commonly spoken of In 
connection with its 
fireproof 
quali- 
ties. 
In the future, however, it is 
probable that it will serve two pur- 
poses; not only as a proof against fire 
but also as a proof against water. 


Asbestos has been rendered water- 
proof through a process devised by a 
firm in Munich, Bavaria. 
The process 
is still kept a secret. 
The name giv- 
en to the substance in its new form is 
asbestos slates. 


Judging 
from 
reports 
It 
seems 
probable that asbestos slates will in 
time entirely replace natural slates in 
many of their present uses. 
Among 
the many qualities which its invent- 
ors assert make it preferable to the 
natural slate is that it does not break 
as easily as the natural, which also 
makes it easier and safer to trans- 
port. 
It may be handled just like 
wood, sawn, boxed or nailed without 
danger of splitting; thus making it 
possible to use it when constructing a 
roof or wall without first preparing 
wooden laths, as when using natural 
slate.

over the other. 
If the condition be­ 
comes more marked 
one knee 
is 
crossed over the other, and the free 
foot is often swung to and fro. 
The 
moment, however, the individual be- 
ÿ comes 
interested 
in anything 
the 
$ swinging ceases and the free foot 
curls round the other ankle. 


Bashful people invariably sit with 
their toes turned in. Why this should 
he it is undoubtedly difficult to ex­ 
plain, -hut there is no doubt about 
| the fact. 
If the bashfulness runs to 
çreat embarrassment one foot, with 
the toes still turned in, seeks the 
consoling influence of the other and 
ipoises itself on the ankle of tne other 
foot.

THE ANGORA GOAT INDUSTRY» 


From a Paper rtead Before the Na» 


tional W06I Growers1 Association. 
Though 
historically 
true 
Angora 
goats were first introduced in the 
United States nearly' half% a century 
*ago, it is only within quite recent 
years they have attracted much at­ 
tention. 
The progress in this indus­ 
try since 1900 has been much great­ 
er than during the preceding period 
in which Angoras have been known 
in this country, recent years, having 
‘indeed introduced a new era in Amer­ 
ican Angora husbandry* 


The now wide distribution of An­ 
goras throughout the United States 
will eventually determine the local­ 
ities possessing best conditions for 
Angora husbandry, though the suc­ 
cess enjoyed by the breeders of Tex­ 
as and the southwest Us being well 
repeated by the breeders of Oregon 
and the northern States. 
Numerous 
flocks are found throughout the Rocky 
Mountain districts of Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming and Colorado, 
and, 
too, 
throughout the “stumpage” districts 
of Michigan and Wisconsin, where 
the Angoras are converting the cut­ 
over lands from brushy wastes to 
remarkably fine grass and clover pas­ 
tures. 
Supplementing the profitable 
yield derived from the valuable fleece, 
meat and pelt of the Angora, advant­ 
age is being taken of the browsing 
•characteristic of these animals in 
other sections of the country, and 
in the few Missouri counties about 
Kansas City it is safe to say their 
work in reclaiming brushy tracts lias 
added fully a quarter of a million dol­ 
lars to the assessed valuation of the 
land on which they have been kept. 
Many flocks of Angoras are now to 
be found in New England, the Mid­ 
dle States and throughout the Missis­ 
sippi and Mlissouri valleys, as well 
as in Kansas, Nebraska and through­ 
out the southern States. 


The prevailing prices of domestic 
mohair have been steadily increasing 
ie^the last few years, due, 110 doubt, 
to the improvement lin the quanty 
of the American clip and the -increas­ 
ing consumption and use of 
this 
material. 
A large quantity of Texas 
hair of six months’ growth which or­ 
dinarily commands from 22 to 27 
cents, was sold late last season at 
35 cents a pound at the railroad 
shipping points. 
Many northern clips 
of full* year’s growth hair command 
ed prices ranging from 36 to 40 cents 
a pound. 


The edibility of Angora mutton is 
becoming more generally understood, 
and its use is increasing, as is shown 
by the large numbers of Angoras 
slaughtered annually at the princi­ 
pal markets, 5S,1S3 having been hand­ 
led at Kansas d ly alone in 1907 at 
but slightly below the current prices 
for mutton slieep. 


The unsupplied and increasing de­ 
mand for Angora products well war­ 
rants the keen interest manifested in 
this industry and vwell justifies the 
action of the ann.ually increasing num­ 
ber of American farmers now adding 
Angoras to their present livestock. 
They are found to J>e extremely profit­ 
able animals, beneficial to the aver­ 
age pasture and in no way detri­ 
mental to other stock. 
In the aggre­ 
gate many additional thousands of 
Angora goats will be so kept, as will 
also a much greater number on the 
western ranges, and thus will make 
possible the substantial development 
of a livestock industry in the United 
States that veritably 
returns 
gold 
from the bushes.—John W. Fulton, 
Helena, Mont. 


Japanese Cotton Mill Expansion. 
Consul General Henry B. Miller, oi 
Yokohama, 
forwards the 
following 
Japanese newspaper extract calling 
attention to two more large extensions 
to be made to cotton mills in that 
country:— 


“The Osaka Spinning Company pro­ 
poses 
to 
issue debentures to the 
amount of $500,000 for the construc­ 
tion of a new factory, containing 1, 
200 looms and 17,000 spindles, at Shik- 
wanjima, Osaka. 
The new factory, 
which is expected to commence opera­ 
tions by about March next, will en­ 
gage in the production of shirtings 
for export. 


‘‘The Japan Spinning Company, of 
Osaka, is to issue seven per cent de­ 
bentures to the amount of $500,000, 
for extending the Ichinomlya Spin­ 
ning Factory, near Nagoya, which it 
has recently absorbed. 
The number 
of mule spindles is to be increased by 
22,300, and finishing machinery and a 
steam engine will be bought. The is­ 
sue price of the debentures is fixed at 
$49 for $50 face value, and they will 
be redeemed by three annual draw­ 
ings after the lapse of three years 
from the date of issue.

THE PROBLEM 
OF POVERTY 


fA reliablo statement has been is­ 
sued from a committee that has ex­ 
ceptional meaiis of knowing the facts* 
that at the present time there are in 
New York alone 100,000 men wiio 
are seeking employment. 
These rep­ 
resent families of various numbers, 
probably not fallii^i far short of half 
a million mouths, for which there is 
no provision but such as comes by 
charity. 
A significant feature 
of 
this startling fact is that a majority 
of the men do not belong to the ranks 
of unskilled 
labor, 
but 
are 
men 
skilled in building and mechanical 
industries, and nearly half of them 
members of trades unions. 


Society is thus face to face with 
the problem of poverty in acute form, 
for, though New York is doubtless in 
worse shape than other cities, being 
the magnet which draws the unem­ 
ployed from all sections, its condi­ 
tion is representative of other cities. 
It is useless now to attempt to ap­ 
portion the blame for this crisis; the 
urgent duty is to seek a remedy. 


That the situation is a disgrace to 
a civilized community must be ad­ 
mitted. ' Things have been managed 
badly by the statesmen and philoso­ 
phers, when they have come to this 
pass. 
That men who know a trade, 
wiio are willing and anxious to work, 
who do not desire charity but will 
gladly do good work for the food 
and shelter they 
need, 
should 
be 
homeless and starving amid plenty, is 
a sign of mismanagement in the 
classes wiio assume to regulate social 
conditions. 
Even a horse is sure of 
a stable and corn so long as he is 
able to work, yet here are men to 
whom such comforts are unattainable. 


It is a sign of the patience and 
strength of character of the American 
workingman that hitherto lie has dis­ 
played so marked a respect for law 
and the rights of property. 
It is a 
fierce test to a m an’s principles wiien 
he is not only, hungry but sees the 
signs of hunger in liis wife’s face and 
hears the pitiful wails of his childVen 
as they plead for food, yet holds back 
liis hand from taking the thing that 
does not belong to him. 
He sees 
luxury on every hand; men and wom­ 
en wearing costly clothes and jewel­ 
ry; sees them feasting in hotels and 
restaurants as he walks the streets, 
yet refrains from crime. 
All honor 
to him! 
He lias a manly spirit, and 
society hopes— and 
with 
reason—* 
that his self-control will continue. 


Is the church of Christ doing its 
duty in the circumstances? 
If it had 
done its duty in the past, wrould m at­ 
ters have come to such 
a crisis? 
When Christ laid down the principles 
of the kingdom of God and preached 
universal brotherhood, could He have 
contemplated the prospect that, nine­ 
teen centuries after His death, so lit­ 
tle would have been done toward re­ 
alizing His ideal? 
Ask one of these 
unemployed, hungry men if there is 
a kingdom of God on earth, and he 
would look at his questioner incred­ 
ulously. 
Yet Christ intended us to 
work toward this object of bringing 
the kingdom of God to the earth, 
this kingdom of love and brother­ 
hood. 


It is not to achieved by dividing 
the property of the world, as revolu­ 
tionists claim; nor by creating classes 
as unionists claim; but by the Church 
taking up the long neglected prob­ 
lem and honestly striving to solve it. 
We may wisely let questions of doc­ 
trine and church government fall in­ 
to abeyance for a time, while we con­ 
sider this urgent matter. There is no 
time to be lost, for even at this mo­ 
m ent some soul may be going up to 
God, driven out of its frail body by 
starvation, to tell Him that in this 
land of wealth it could not get a loaf 
of bread without stealing it.— Chris­ 
tian Herald. 


BOUNTY ON DEAD EATS. 


San Francisco Bound to Get Rid of 
the Bubonic Carrying Vermin. 


The municipal authorities of San 
Francisco have raised the bounty on 
rats to fifty cents a head for females 
and twenty-five cents for males. This 
records one more step in {lie war that 
is being waged to exterminate bu­ 
bonic plague in San Francisco. 


The war began upon the discovery 
shortly after the earthquake in Ap­ 
ril, 1906, th&t the dread disease of 
India had found a foothold in the 
city. 
Five cents a head was offered 
for rats in the beginning and gradu­ 
ally the bounty has been increased 
until it reached its highest figure to­ 
day. 


Science has demonstrated that the 
bubonic plague is a disease for which 
rodents 
are 
alone. 
responsible. 
Passed 
Assistant 
Surgeon 
Rupert 
Blue, of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, who is in charge 
of the medical forces directing the 
campaign against the plague, said in 
a recent circular to the residents of 
San Francisco: 


“Science 
has abundantly 
proved 
that the plague is an epidemic of rats 
transmitted to man by the bits of 
fleas and contaminated clothing and 
food. It is further demonstrated that 
the surest and quickest way of eradi­ 
cating the disease is to exterminate 
rats and other verm in/'

in the 
judges’ stand and awarded the prizes 
for horsemanship and costume to the 
pa-u riders. 
All about were the hun­ 
dreds of lepers, with wreaths of flow­ 
ers on heads and necks and shoul­ 
ders, looking on and making merry. 
And always, over the brows of hills 
and across the grassy level stretches, 
appearing and disappearing, were the 
groups of men and women, gaily 
dressed, 011 galloping horses, horses 
and riders flower bedecked and flowfer 
garlanded, singing and laughing and 
riding like the wind. 
And as I stood 
in the judges ’stand and looked at all 
this, there came to my recollection 
the lazar house of Havana, where I 
had once beheld some 200 lepers, 
prisoners inside four restricted Avails 
until they died. 
No, there are a few 
thousand places I w*ot of in this wrorld 
over which I would select Molokai 
as a place of permanent residence.” 


The Growth of Modern Steamships. 


The maximum size of ocean-going 
steamships has doubled within the 
last ten years, and prophecies are 
frequently 
heard 
of 
continuous 
growth, alike in size and speed. 
It 
seems probable, however, that in the 
immediate future there will be little 
increase in the size or speed of steam­ 
ships. 
Speed does not pay, and some 
regard must be paid to the depth of 
harbor channels and the capacity of 
dry docks. Before vessels larger than 
the Lusitania are designed there must 
be some assurance that they can get 
in and out of the ports which they are 
likely to visit. 
Any demands created 
by expanding commerce can easily be 
met by increasing the number of ves­ 
sels to be devoted to it and by in­ 
creasing 
the 
frequency of sailing 
dates. 


Every knot of speed added beyond 
a certain point means a more than 
proportionate expense. 
And speed is 
not everything. More than one of the 
transatlantic liners are noted for the 
roomy comfort of their steady, slow- 
traveling boats, which neither pitch 
unduly in rough seas nor transmit a 
constant vibration from the engines.

A New Use F or Asbestos. 


Asbestos is commonly spoken of in 
connection with its fireproof quali­ 
ties. 
In the future, however, it is 
probable that it will serve two pur­ 
poses; not only as a proof against fire 
but also as a proof against water. 


Asbestos has been rendered water­ 
proof through a process devised by a 
firm in Munich, Bavaria. The process 
is still kept a secret. 
The name giv­ 
en to the substance in its new form is 
asbestos slates. 


Judging from 
reports it seems 
probable that asbestos slates will in 
time entirely replace natural slates in 
many of their present uses. 
Among 
the many qualities which its invent­ 
ors assert make it preferable to the 
natural slate is that it does not break 
as easily as the natural, which also 
makes it easier and safer to trans­ 
port. 
It may be handled just like 
wood, sawn, boxed or nailed without 
danger of splitting; thus making it 
possible to use it when constructing a 
roof or wall without first preparing 
wooden laths, as when using natural 
slate. 


North and South Italians.

The Lon- 
gobards, or Lombards, who about 568 
took possession of Northern Italy and 
permanently established themselves 
in the rich valley watered by the Po 
and its axuents, were of Teutonic 
stock, their original
